Women and Children they generally kill and ſealp, becauſe theß 
would retard heir Frogreſs, but the Men they carry into Captivity. If any 
Woman has loſt. a Relation, and inclines to receive the Priſoner in his 
feu de noi only eſcapes a Series of the moſt inhuman Tortures, and 
Death itſelf, but enjoys every Immunity they can beſtow,” and is eſteemed 
a Member of ie Family, into-which he is adoptdd. To part with him 
would be the © moſt ignominious Conduct, and conſidered as felling the 
Blood of the 'Deecaſed ; and for this Reaſon it is not without the greateſt 
Difficulty, that a Captive is redeemed.

Some 
Traces indeed appear, of the original Taw. writen: upon their Hearts; but 
they have no Syſtem, of Doctrines, nor any Rites and Modes of publick 
W They are ſunk, unſpeakably beneath the polite Pagans of Anti- 
quity. Some confuſed Notions, indeed, of Beings ſuperiour to themſelves, 
they: have, but of the Deity. and his natural and moral Perfections, no pro- 


per or tolerable Conceptions; and of his general and particular Providence 


they know nothing. They profeſs no Obligations to him, nor acknowledge 
their Dependence upon him. Some of them, it is ſaid, are of Opinion, 
that there are two Aftinet, powerful , one able to help, the other to 
do them Harm. The latter they venerate moſt, and ſome alledge, that 
they addreſs him by a kind of Prayer. Though there are no publick Mo- 
numents of Idolatry to be ſeen in their Country, yet the Miſſionaries have 
diſcovered.coarſe Imagery in wooden Trinkets, in the Hands of their jug- 
glers, which the Converts deliver up as deteſtable. The Sight of them 
would remind a Man of Letters, of the Lares and Penates of the Ancients, 
but no' certain Judgement can be drawn of their Uſe. The Indians ſome- 
times aſſemble in large Numbers, and. retire far into the Wilderneſs, where 
they cat and drink in a profuſe Manner. Theſe Conventions are called 
Kenticoys.. "Some eſteem them to be debauched Revels or Bacchanalia ; but 
_ thoſe, who have privately followed them into theſe Receſſes, give ſuch Ac- 
counts of their Conduct, as naturally lead one to imagine, that they pay a 
joint Homage and Supplication to ſome inviſible Being. If we ſuppoſe they 
have a Religion, it is worſe than none, and raiſes in the generous Mind, 
moſt melancholy Ideas of their depraved Condition. Little has been done 

to illuminate theſe dark Corners of the Earth, with the Light of the Goſpel. 
The French Prieſts boaſt indeed of their Converts, but they have made 
more Proſelytes to Politicks than Religion.

And even 
there the I1dians would have ſacrificed them to their barbarous Rage, had 
not Corlear, a Dutchman, interpoſed to protect them. For this ſeaſonable Hoſpi- 
tality, the French Governour invited him to Canada, but he was unfortunately 
drowned in his Paſſage through the Lake It is in Honour of 
this Man, who was a Favourite of the Iudiamt, that the Governours of 
New-York; in all their Treaties are addreſſed by the Name -of- Corlear. 
Twenty light Companies of Foot, and the whole Militia of Canada, marched 
the next Spring into the Country of the 'Mahawks ; but their Succeſs was 
vaſtly unequal to the Charge and Labour of ſuch a tedious March of 700 
Mikes, through an uncultivated Deſart; for the Indians, on their pate 
retired into the Woods, leaving behind them ſome old Sachems, who pre- 
fered Death to Life, to glut the Fury of their Enemies. The Emptineſs of 
this Parade on the one Hand, and the Indian Fearfulneſs of Fire Arms on 
the other, brought about a Peace in 1667, which continued for ſeveral Vears 
after. In this Interval, both the Eugliſs and French cultivated a Trade with

Forty Onondagas, about the ſame 
time, - ſurpriſed a few Soldiers near Fort Frontenac, whom they confined 
inſtead of the Hidians ſent home to the Gallies, notwithſtanding the utmoſt 
Addreſs, was uſed to regain them, by Lamberville, a French Prieſt, who de- 
livered them two Belts, to engage their Kindneſs to the Priſoners, and pre- 

vent their joining the Quarrel with the Sernecas. The Belts being ſent to 

Colonel Dongan, he wrote to De Nonville, to demand the Reaſon of their be- 
ing delivered. Pere le Vaillant was ſent here about the Begining of the Vear

Near 1200 of the Confederates attended this at 
Montreal, and in their Speech to De Neville, -indifted with great Reſolution, 
upon the Terms propoſed by Colonel Dengar to Father Le Faillant.' The 
French Governour declared his Willingneſs to put an End to the War, if all 
dis Allies might be included in the Treaty of Peace, if the Afobawts and Sen-

might ſupply Fort Frontenac with Proviſions. The Confederates, according to 
the Freaucb Accounts, acceded to theſe Conditions, and the Treaty was ratifi- MW :

The News of this 
Attack on Montreal no fooner reached the Garriſon at the: Lake Ontario, 
than they ſet fire to the two Barks, which. they had built there, and aban-- 
doned the Fort, leaving a Match to 28 Barrels of Poder, deſigned to blow. 
up the Works. The Soldiers went down the River in ſuck Precipitation, 
that one of the Battoes and her Crew were all loſt in ſhooting a Fall. The. 
Confederates in the mean time ſeized the Fort, the Powder, and the Stores; 
and of all the Frenob Allies, who were vaſtly numerous only the Nepicirini- 
ant and Kikabous adhered to them in their Calamities. The NWauawat and;

He was then in the 68th 
Year of his Age, and yet ſo far from conſulting his Eaſe, that in a few Days 
after he landed at 2yebect, he re-embarked in a Canoe for Montreal, where 
his Preſence was abſolutely neceſſary, to animate the Inhabitants and regain 
their Indian Alliances.

Agrecabie to this Declaration; bediene kd ade med che Chrodlier 
D'Eau and the reſt of the French Meſſengers, who came to conclude, the 
Peace propoſed hy Tamerabet, with the utmoſt Indignity; and afterwards 
delivered them up to the Exgliſb. Beſides this, their Scouts haraſſed the 
Borders of the Enemy, and fell upon a Party of French and Indians, in the 
River, about one hundred and twenty Miles above Montreal, under the 
Command of Loruigni, a Captain who was going to Miſilimabinac, to pre- 
vent the Concluſion of the Peace, between the Lrauawas and Quyatoghtes, 
with the Five Nations. The Loſs in this Skirmiſh was nearly equal on both 
Sides. One of our Priſoners was delivered to the Utawawas, who eat him. In 
Revenge for this Barbarity, the Indians attacked the Iſland of Montreal at 
 Trembling Point, and killed an Officer and twelve Men; while another Par- 
ty carried off about fifteen Priſoners taken at Riviere Puente, whom they 
afterwards ſlew through Fear of their Purſuers, and others burnt the French 
Plantations at Sr. urs. But what rendered this Year moſt remarkable, was | 
the Expedition of Sir William Phips againſt Qy#beck. He failed up the River 
with a Fleet of thirty two Sail and came before the City in Octaler. Had 
he improved his Time and Strength, the Conqueſt would have been eaſy; 
but by ſpending three Days in idle Conſultations, the French Governour 
brought in his Forces, and * ſuch a mean Opinion of the Engli/h 
Knight, that he not only deſpiſed his Summons to ſurrender, but ſent a 
verbal Anſwer, in which he called King William an Uſurper, and poured the 
utmoſt Contempt upon his Subject. The Meſſenger who carried the Sum- 
mons inſiſted upon a writen Anſwer, and that within an Hour; but the 
Count De Frontenac abſolutely refuſed it, adding © I'll anſwer your Maſter by 
the Mouth of 3 that he may learn that a Man of my Condi- 
e tion is not to be ſummoned in this Manner,” Upon this, Sir William 
made two Attempts to land below the Town, but was repulſed by the Ene- 
my, with conſiderable Loſs of Men, Cannon, and Baggage. Several of the 
Ships alſo cannonaded the City, but without any Succeſs. The Forts at the 
ſame returned. the Fire, and obliged them to retire in Diſorder. The

Never was the Trade of this Province in ſo flouifiſhing a Condition, as at 
che latter End of the late French War.

The French) diſtreſſed through the Want of them, gladly received our Flags 
of Truce, though ſometimes they had but one or two Priſoners on Board, 
becauſe they were always loaded with Flour, Beef; Pork, and ſuch like Com- 
 modities! The Danger their own Veſſels were expoſed to, induced them to 
ſell their Sugars to us at a very low Rate. A Trade was, at the ſame Time, 
carried on between Jamaica and the Spaniſh Main, which opened a fine Mar- 
ket to the Northern Colonies, and the Returns were, principally, in Caſh. 
It was generally thought, that if the War had continued, the greateſt Part 
of the Produce of the Spani/h and French Settlements in the Weſt-Indies 
would have been tranſported to Great- Britain, through ſome one or other of 
her Colonies ; whence we may fairly argue their prodigious Importance.
